Co ntinued fro m Pa g e One 
skim milk and oil meal. 
Sanitation was 
another 
factor 
mentioned by the speaker who point­ 
ed out that in large hog producing 
centers like Rush county the swine 
disease situation, especially* in re- 
spcet to nig typhoid and parasites, 
is becoming each year increasingly 
serious on account of the density of 
our hog population. 
“We can’t expect to grow liogs 
year.after year in the same lots and 
hog houses with success unless we 
giv e more attention to sanitation” 
stated Mr. Wiley. 
In discussing this 
question, 
lie 
referred to the system being follow­ 
ed in McLane county, Illinois. 
Tiie 
speaker related how far four or fiv e 
years ago conditions in that county 
were similar to those in Rush county 
and farm ers were sav ing only an 
av erage of three or four pigs per sow. 
Now they are succeeding in sav ing 
six, sev en or eight to market 
time* 
through the practice of a strict sys­ 
tem of sanitation, inv olv ing the lib­ 
eral use of lime and disinfectants in 
and around the farrowing quarters 
and the use of clean pastures. 
The speaker pointed out that some 
farm ers woruld say that this system 
of sanitation inv olv ed too much time 
and work to make it practicable, but 
this extra laber put on the pig 
cro p 
in preparation of farrowing would 
make the hog farm er more than the 
same amount of time spent at any 
other period of hog production. 
.In this connection, Ed Chambers, 
one of the leading hog producers of 
the county, stated after the meeting 
that he, hav ing heard of this system 
of sanitation, made a special trip 
to Illinois last summer to inv estigate.
